Berlin, Nov. 18. — The discussion of the 
government anti-strike measure prom- 
ises to mike the coining; session of tin. 
reiehstag extremely lively. 

The absorbing topic in the press din- 
ing the past week has been the Lippe 
Detmold case, The verbatim publica- 
tion of the documents, which first ap- 
peared in a Vienna paper and which 
were afterwards copied by the entire 
German press, enabled the nation gener- 
ally to form an inteligeut idea of the 
whole matter, and since In the continued 
absence of the Emperor the government 
has deemed best to keep silence the com- 
ments of the newspapers have been both 
varied und interesting. In the verbatim 
reprint the Regent's original letter of 
complaint is shown to have been couch- 
ed in very respectful, calm language, und 
that apparently the Emperor had no 
reason whatever to reply iu the curt, in- 
sulting telegram forbidding the Regent 
ever to uddress him in a similar manner 
again. 

'The circular letter sent by the Regent 
to the reigning princes also set forth his 
grouuds for complaint in :i very dignified 
manner. None of the answers are 
divulged so far, but it is said in iu dip- 
lomatic circles Uiat several of the re- 
plies tire conciliatory and sympathetic, 
especially the one from the Prince lte- 
gent of Bavaria, while the replies of the 
King of Saxony and the Grand Duke of 
Baden counselled moderation. It Is un- 
derstood that nil the replies of the princes 
will be published Inter. 

According to reports from those who 
are near to the Emperor, . his Majesty 
has lately changed his opinion of the 
whole case and now regrets treating the 
Regent so haughtily and allowing the ease 
to go so far as it has und becoming \ 
national scandal. It is too lute, however, 
to stop the matter and the bundesratli 
will take up the case at an curly oppor- 
tunity. It must deal with two points— 
the Regent's formal complaint against 
the Emperor, and the protest of the Em- 
peror's brother-in-law, Prince Adolpb of 
Sehaumbourgh-Lippe against the diet's 
adoption of the law of succession which 
declared the Regent's lawful issue en- 
titled to succeed to the throne of Lippe. 
The protest is held to be purely of a vex- 
atious nature, inasmuch as the court of 
arbitration, presided over by the King of 
Saxony, declaring that the Schaumbourg- 
Lippe line is only third in' order of suc- 
cession, and Prince Adolph of Schaum- 
bourg-Lippe therefore has only a remote 
interest In the succesion. Practically the 
entire German press sides with the Ke- 
gel] t of Lippe-Detmold, 
WILL NOT PROVOKE AMERICA. 

Berlin, Nov. 10.— It is learned that the 
imperial government has been impressed 
by the tone of the American press on 
the question of American measures of re- 
taliation in answer to the severe pro- 
vision of the imperial meat inspection 
bill now under consideration by the gov- 
ernment, which has also noted the de- 
crease in the number of agrarian votes 
tit the lust reiehstag elections and is not 
desirous of following in the wake of 
Russia in the meat question, Therefore 
the bundesratli will probably amend the 
meat inspection bill. One material alter- 
ation is likely to be a change in the sys- 
tem of inspection of canned meats and 
sausages. Samples only will he taken 
from each hatch and their examination 
will stand for the lot. A notice circu- 
lated by the German government that 
several lots of American fruit have been 
stopped at Hamburg because the San 
Jose scale was found appears to be true, 
but not a single living scale was dis- 
covered. They till were dead.

Winnipeg, Nov. 10.— General Manager 
Whyte, of the O. P. R., with Traffic 
Manager Robert Kerr, returned to-day 
from the Crow's Nest Pass railway. " I 
took over the line," Mr. Whyte said to a 
reporter, " on behalf of the C. P. R., on 
November 15 from Mr. Haney. Regu- 
lar train service will begin ubout the 
end of the week. 

" The town of Fernie, B. C„ is now a 
lively place. The 150 miners who ar- 
rived with their families from Halifax 
are now all tit work. 'Twenty-five coke 
ovens have been built, and 50 more will 
be built by December 1. In nil there 
are to he about 200 ovens, which will 
turn out on an average l'/x to 1% tons 
per day each. This coke will be sent 
to the Nelson and Pilot Bay smelters. 

" The coal at Michael creek, which is 
now being opened out, not far from Fer- 
nie, will produce as much coke per ton 
as the Fernie coal, and Of much better 
quality for domestic use. The town- 
Ites tire now nearly all fixed." 



ONTARIO POLITICS. 

Seven Vacancies i'et in the Legislature — 
A Judge Charged With 
Corruption. 

Toronto, Nov. 19. — (Special)— The elec- 
tion in Lennox leaves seven vacancies 
yet in the legislature, namely, Halton, 
East Northumberland, Nipissing, AVest 
Huron, South Perth, North Waterloo 
and North Hastings. Of these the first 
five were filled by Liberals und the last 
two by Conservatives. 

One Of the charges in the bill of parti- 
culars filed In connection with the West 
Elgin protest, one of the few now re- 
maining to be tried, the respondent being 
McDiarmid, Conservative, charges Judge 
Hughes, of St. Thomas, with supplying 
respondent with $50 to be expended for 
corrupt purposes. 

The London election protest was this 
morning set down for hearing at Os- 
goode Hall on December 5. This means 
thnt no evidence will be offered in sup- 
port of the 1,030 charges of corruption 
filed recently against Col. Leys, the Lib- 
eral silting member. 

Goderich, Nov. 19 — The Conservatives 
of West Huron have nominated Major 
Beck for the legislature and Mr. Mc- 
Lean for the Commons.

Americans Would Fight for Philip- 
pines but Prefer to Pay 
Forty Millions.

Washington, Nov. 19.— It was not un- 
til a late hour Inst evening that the last 
paragraphs of the long translation of 
the Spanish note which was presented 
to the American pence commissioners 
last Wednesday was deciphered at the 
state department, and most of the mem- 
bers of the cabinet were not aware of 
the full contents of the documents until 
this morning when they called at the 
White House. It appeared that in addi- 
tion to the long argument which was 
intended to show that the word " dis- 
position," used in relation to the Philip- 
pines meant something else; the Span- 
ish note did include a proposition to sub- 
mit the Philippine clause of the protocol 
in the interpretation to arbitration. 

Another cablegram followed the first 
long message, this time directly from 
Judge Day, seeking instructions definite- 
ly on some points to be made in the 
American answer as yet to be presented. 
These instructions have been forward- 
ed, and it may be stated, without going 
into detiiils, that they are precisely in 
line with the policy which the American 
commissioners have been pursuing up to 
this point in the negotiations. 

With a view of bringing matters to a 
speedy conclusion, the 'American com- 
missioners, hy direction of the Presi- 
dent, early in the coming week will lay 
before the Spaniards the final and irre- 
vocable demands of the United States, 
allowing a specified time- in which the 
American conditions may be accepted or 
rejected. This ultimatum, it is under- 
stood, involves all that has thus far- 
been contended for, including the surren- 
der to the United States of the entire- 
Philippine group, and also names the 
amount of cash which the United 
States will pay Spain iu consideration 
of her expenditures on account of im- 
provements and betterments in the is- 
land of Luzon. The amount of the 
cash payment, is not known, but there is 
a basis for the belief that it is approxi- 
mately .f-lO.OOO.OOO- 

Paris, Nov. 19. — Spain declines the- 
terms offered by the United States and 
the proposal itself. Had she not been 
stopped, tin? United States would have' 
been compelled to report the proposal 
ns an ultimatum or to tender new terms. 
Spain, however, put off any considera- 
tion of the terms by declaring thnt the 
United States had no right, to impugn 
her sovereignty in the Philippines, and 
that with the sovereignty there should 
pass the mortgages she had placed on 
the Phillipines' revenue, which must bo 
underwritten; and also that her dig- 
nity forbids her to heed any questions 
as to how she had spent the loans she- 
secured. 

The Americans patiently replied that 
the peace conference was charged with 
the disposition of the Philippines oral 
tell sovereignty there. They laid down 
the broad principle that the expenses in- 
curred in a futile attempt at subjuga- 
tion shall not be loaded upon the colony 
seeking freedom. Finally they affirmed 
their right to inquire as to the destina- 
tion of moneys raised by pledging the 
Philippine revenues. All this postponed 
a discussion of the main question, but 
in their next, meeting the American com- 
missioners will go to the vitnl point. 
Definite notice will be given that the 
United States will take over all the 
Philippines, and Spain wild unquestion- 
ably learn the tonus, from which there 
will be no deviation. 

It is more than likely that the Ameri- 
cans will summon Spain to effect an im- 
mediate amicable adjustment. Should 
she refuse to make a treaty ceding the 
Philippines to the United States the in- 
stant alternative for America, will be the 
conquest of that territory, at an increas- 
ed cost to Spain in the final settlement 
and possibly with the loss of Spanish- 
life. It nitty be held that the Philippines 
if ceded now without any terms will be 
an adequate indemnity to the United 
States for their war expenses already 
incurred and that Spain cannot, expect as 
a legal or a moral right any monetary 
concessions. The Philippine acquisition 
hy conquest, however, would entail upon 
the United States a waste of treasure 
far greater than a sum that Spain may 
accept now as the basis of peaceful ces- 
sion. 

Spain being barren of territory or cash 
to indemnify the United States fully 
even at this juncture, she would be still 
unable to meet, an additional expense to- 
Uie Americans in further operations in 
the Philippines. > Moreover a speedy ad- 
justment of local Philippine conditions 
is demanded. Spain could not in any 
circumstance effect this. The Americans

have assumed the responsibility and they 
feel that the delay here prevents them 
discharging it. It is fully realized that 
interests in the United States, are more 
or less, in a condition of unrest, pend- 
ing definite peace conclusions, whether 
now or after renewed hostilities. This 
disquietude they feel should he com- 
posed and the normal conditions of 
peaceful thrift be established. 

Moreover, although Spain affects to be- 
lieve otherwise, the quality of mercy is 
not absent from the situation. The Am- 
erican commission cannot fail to see 
with a certain amount of pity, the falling 
away of a once pround power, bereft of 
her colonies in the east and west. While 
Spain has no legal or moral right to ask 
the United States to be a partner in her 
losses the Americans here recognize her 
territorial shrinkages, her lessened re- 
sourcs, her empty treasury and her debt- 
burdened people. They have, of course, 
no power to express any such feeling 
of sympathy through the United States 
treasury, but always assuming the in- 
terests of humanity to lie concurrently 
served, gratification on the part of the 
Americans would follow relief to Spain. 

Spain must confront a Philippine sur- 
render. May she not prefer acquies- 
cence and some financial relief to pro- 
tracted opposition and greater loss in the 
end? If she acquiesces, peace will fol- 
olw — If she does not the war will con- 
tinue. The question is simply this: Is 
spot peace worth spot cash? It is believ- 
ed that the American commissioners 
have been deliberating along this line, 
and that they are inclined to answer the 
question afflmatively. What the amount 
may be must be obviously unknown out- 
side the commission— possibly $20,000,- 
000 or probably less. In any tender to 
Spain care will be taken doubtless to 
convince the Spanish commissioners that 
the offer of what may seem to them a 
small amount is not to be construed as 
indicating that the Americans might be 
jockeyed into paying a larger sum. 
Neither Spanish debts, bonds, nor mort- 
gages of any description will be consid- 
ered, the transactions being cleared up 
on the spot, if at all.

OCEAN RACE TO DEATH. 

Captain of Atalanta Shortening His 
Course When He Put His Ship 
on Oregon Rocks. 

Portland. Or., Nov. IS. — The British 
ship Atalanta (not. "Atlantic," as ap- 
peared in first reports), Capt. Charles 
McBridc, from Tacoina to South Africa 
with wheat, was wrecked off Alsca Bay, 
"Hi miles south of Yuquina Bay, yester- 
day morning. She carried a crew of 27 
men, and all were drowned but three. 
The ship's masts have been blown away, 
the decks swept clean and the vessel has 
broken in two amidships. 

The Atalanta sailed from Tacoma last 
Saturday with a cargo of 1,753 tons of 
wheat for Capetown, and her skipper 
had made a wager with the masters of 
the ships Earl of Dalhousie and Imber- 
horne in a race for the Cape of Good 
Hope. The log-book at the life-saving 
station shows that Thursday morning, 
between midnight and '5 o'clock, the 
Cape Foul Weather lighthouse was con- 
cealed by fog and heavy sheets of rain. 
The Atalanta was sailing at a high 
speed Thursday morning when she went 
on the bar. A few rocks in the trough 
of the waves, attended by a heavy set- 
tling on the bottom, caused her timbers 
to give before tin.- men could reach the 
hatchway. The jar of running on 
snapped off the masts as if they had 
been matches. The masts and rigging 
went over the side in a tangled mass, 
like a forest before a gale, 

One of the survivors claims that the 
wreck was due to the carelessness of 
the captain, who paid for his folly with 
his life. They were racing with another 
vessel, and were keeping close in shore 
in order to gel the advantage of the 
wind in tacking, and to make u short 
cut to head the other vessel off.

THE WESTMEATH'S LOSS. 

Captain Johnson Tells How the Big 
Freighter Was Abandoned at Eea. 

Quebec, Nov. 12.— The Allan SS. Mont- 
evidean, Captain Macdougall, with the 
crew of the abandoned SS. Westnieath on 
hoard, arrived up at 1 a.m. to-day and 
went to the Allan's wharf. 

A Star reporter found Captain Johnson, 
of the Westnieath, coining out of his ealiln 
lit 8 a.m., and got from him the following 
very Interesting story of the disaster to his 
vessel: Captain Johnson said: "We left 
Antwerp on October 22, and had some 
very heavy weather, hut all went well 
until November 2nd. at 6.40 p.m. The 
weather had moderated shortly before, but 
Just at. that hour the tail end shaft broke In 
the stem tube. From that time until No- 
vember the vessel labored helpless at the 
mercy of the high sea running. On the nth 
a vessel, westward bound, passed us, but 
owing to the (lurries of snow failed to 
perceive our signals. 

We were In 52.50 N., 50.10 W., about 
three hundred miles from Itelle Isle when 
the shaft broke, nnd when, on November 
Gth. the Montevldenn picked us up we were 
In 50.01 N„ 47..'!!) W., having been drifted 
to there by the wind. The Montevldean at 
once made fust to us nnd towed as for 
marly four hours, but could hardly get 
steerage way on. In three hours nnd forty 
minutes she towed us S'A miles against a 
strong sen. Then the 5% Inch steel haw- 
ser n Inched to 45 fathoms of cable broke: 
our screw had fallen out, but had jammed 
against the rudder post, nnd so our vessel 
would not steer. The Montevldenn hung by 
for two hours, and then ran under our 
stern and told us he could not tow us. 
and asked nil hands to prepare to leave. 
We could only get away the life boat, and 
she had to ninko four trips, the first at 
10 p.m., and the last at 2 a. in., as wo 
transferred all our men ourselves. When 
we got on hnn rd the Montevldean, we 
called the roll and found four men missing. 

This was a surprise, lis we had been un- 
der the Impression that all were saved. 
However, Captain Macdougull at once sent 
his chief officer with a boat and crew and 
three of our men to search the Westmenth 
anew. One of the men subsequently turn- 
ed up on board tin- Montevldenn and the 
other two. who were firemen, were found 
In the donkey room, where they had stow- 
ed themselves nwav. When questioned 
they said that they figured that there was 
provisions and wine for 42 men for five 
or six weeks on board, and that It should 
last two men a long time, so they proposed 
tn stay on bonrd and have a good time. 
These men were perfectly sober. 

"One man, however, we never found, n 
German-American sailor named Midler, 
from Baltimore. He and two others of the 
crew had broken Into the storeroom and 
broached the spirits and were dead drunk. 
We looked after them the best: way we 
could and several men assured me that nil 
three had gone In the boats, but evidently 
he hnd fallen overboard somewhere. It 
wns very hard to keep truck of the men as 
they kept climbing up nnd down nil the 
time. 

"When we left the Westmenth. she bad 
mi,:, feet of water in No. (5 hold anil she 
Is doubtless nt the bottom of the oeenn 
now. Tile screw must have punched a 
hole In her. She was loaded very deeply 
with sugar, cement nnd general cargo. 

"We are now all told 42. and I desire 
fo most henrtllv thank Captain Mncdougnll 
and his crew for all fhe kindness he has 
shown US. 
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The fall race meeting of the Victoria 
Hunt Club at Colwood plains yesterday 
afternoon was a grand success. The 
weather was ideal, the row of trees to 
the south of . the plains protecting the 
spectators and participants from the 
cold southeast wind that made heavy 
winter coats feel comfortable in the 
city. The attendance was very large, 
the special train run by the E. & X. 
railway company being crowded, while 
the rising ground on the plain was occu- 
pied by a couple of hundred private 
equipages. The racing, too, was good, 
the sandy soil having quickly absorbed 
flic water after the rain of the forenoon, 
leaving the track in excellent condition. 
The hurdles were well built and placed, 
and the water jump added excitement 
to the races. 

The first race was strfrted promptly on 
time, Miss Dunsniuir's Vanda, ridden by 
Mr. Molyneux; Mr. Wrigley's Light- 
foot, ridden by Mr. Parsons; and Mr. 
J. I). Peraberton's Sir Bevys, owner up, 
facing the starter. The distance was 
2'/.. miles, with 12 hurdles and a water 
jump. Vanda fell at the sixth hurdle, 
Mr. Molyneux being rather badly 
shaken up and practically disabled for 
the day. Lightfoot also had one fall, 
but pulled himself together and pushed 
Sir Bevys hard for first place.

Club's First Concert This 
Season. 



Mr. Austin's Conservatory Recital

During the past week there have been 
one or two musical attractions well wop 
thy of mention, and of these the most 
important was the first appearance of 
the Arion club this season. 

The occasion of this concert brings to 
mind another point for the consideration 
of the musical public and that is the 
complaint often heard to the effect that 
there is much sameness about the pro- 
gramme presented by this society. This 
is hardly fair and arises, it is submitted, 
solely from a lack of proper appreciation 
on the part of those complaining. 

Victoria as a city has up to the present 
been given up more to enjoyment and 
passing away time than to the serious 
consideration of education and art, both 
of which play such an important part in 
the advancement and elevation of hu- 
manity, and if instead of so much plea- 
sure and gaiety they were to , give a 
little more time to the serious, they 
would appereeiate these and o.her con- 
certs far more. 

The concert given by the Arion club 
on Wednesday last in the Insti ate hall 
was exceptionally good, especially for 
the first one of the season. The strong 
point of this organization is their chorus 
singing, which is really excellent, their 
attack, phrasing, shading and abandon 
bringing the greatest credit upon their 
conductor, but without detracting from 
their merit it might be mentioned that 
the balance was not all that could bo de- 
sired; for instance, the first tenors were 
decidedlv weak. 

The change that has been made in the 
personnel of the club this season is no- 
ticeable, a distinct gain being made in 
the person of Mr. W. H. Burton, whose 
solo was perhaps one ot' the best numbers 
given by the club, his vocalizing being 
exceptionally good. 

. In securing the assistance of Miss 
Sophie MeiS'ilTo and Mr. Ernest A. Pow- 
ell the club was decidedlv fortunate. Miss 
McNiffe's first solo "O World! thou art I

THE KETKOSrECT 


Sir: Few subjects have more inter- 
esting matter for consideration than the 
thoughts arising as there pusses in re- 
view the inventions and discoveries that 
have distinguished the latter part of this 
nineteenth century, in which short per- 
iod there has been more accomplished 
than in that of centuries of the past. 

Unquestionably it is the discovery of 
the magic power of steam and electricity 
and the telephone, with its marvellous 
adaptations for usefulness, that have 
given new life to the age we live in. 
Then again, in connection with this 
knowledge of steam power and electri- 
city, has been the discovery of gold, with 
its great additions to the world'** wealth. 
All such inventions and discoveries serve 
ns the starting point to further inven- 
tions and discoveries of still greater im- 
portance. 

It is but us yesterday Dr. Lardncr 
asserted that to reach America was but 
the dream of a lunatic, whereas it is 
now reached in less than five days, and 
telegraphic despatches make known 
what has occurred in England the day 
before. Gold discovered in America is 
quickly followed by its being found in 
Australia, spreading itself over to differ- 
ent parts of that vast continent, with 
extension to New Zealand, and now de- 
veloping itself in so encouraging a man- 
ner in our midst. 

Prominently amongst the social bene- 
fits of this nineteenth century are those 
arising from the establishment of a 
penny post, which has worked it; way 
into ultimate success, notwithstanding 
the predictions of the loss it would en- 
tail, but which, on the contrary, in be- 
ing so opportunely favored by the quick 
despatch of- the railway, has proved a 
great addition to the revenue, thereby 
encouraging its further extension to the 
colonies, showing Great Britain to be a 
live power. Amongst the additions in 
this nge tn domestic comfort, mention 
may lie made of the introduction of coal 
oil and the electric light, and the oppor- 
tunity of gaining instantaneous light by 
the iucifer match, instead of former 
Hint and steel and the tinder box. 

Then again, in connection with these 
advantages comes the quick despatch of 
the sewing machine, with its saving of 
time and labor, not only in the bouse 
hold but to thi! mechanic— a veritable 
relief to the female portion of the com- 
munity of former toil and needlework, 
''with its seam and gusset and band, 
and band and gusset and seam," so 
pathetically spoken of by Hood in bis 
" Song of t he Shirt." 

Of course, it is but the salient points 
of the improvements now enjoyed that 
can he brought under notice. But, as 
if to show this is really an age of pro- 
gress, we have now in the bicycle a ve- 
hicle, upon which, when once seated, 
with the simplest operation of the feet, 
one can pursue his way with all the 
fleet speed of the horse— to the great de- 
light of men, women and children for 
this addition to their happiness. 

Verily, this is a remarkable age in 
which wo live, precipitating us by the 
disclosures of its inventions and discov- 
eries into centuries of advance, but 
which, though marvellous, are pregnant 
with undeveloped mysteries proclaiming 
still greater wonders in the future.

CANADIAN PLACER MINES. 

Sir: I have been pleased with the 
stand you have taken with reference to 
the placer mines of our Dominion, viz., 
that they be reserved for British sub- 
jects. But I am greatly surprised at 
the apathy displayed by the great ma- 
jority of our people upon this very im- 
portant subject. It is difficult to under- 
stand why it is considered advisable to 
give to aliens the lawful right to possess 
themselves of the only asset of a large 
portion of the western part of Canada. 
Foreigners are permitted to come in and 
help themselves to the gold contained in 
our placer mines, upon the same terms 
and under the same regulations us Brit- 
ish subjects, except that they are re- 
quired to pay a small duty on outfits 
brought from u foreign country, and this 
they object to as an imposition, and 
have the presumption to suggest that 
even the small restrictions we have in 
tilt? way of duties, etc., be taken off. and 
they be allowed to come in without let 
nr hindrance anil help themselves to tin.' 
inheritance of British subjects. Now, 
sir, I am greatly pleased at the apparent 
gooil feeling tjmt at present exists be- 
tween ourselves and our American 
neighbors, and could wish that it may 
ever continue so, yet I am not prepared 
to give up my birthright, even for this. 
Now, if they manifest any desire to 
reciprocate, it would be different. But 
what are the facts'.' It is just as im- 
possible, under present conditions, for a 
citizen of Canada to placer mine in 
American territory as it is to become 
President of the republic. It is dillloult 
to conceive of anything so utterly ridi- 
culous as this "open door policy" of 
ours. When the gold has been exhausted 
from the placer region of our country, 
what will be left? Nothing. No white 
man ever would live there, and it would 
be again given over to tho undisputed 
possession of the Indian and Cariboo, 
which under present conditions it will 
not take long to accomplish; whereas 
the placer mines of the Dominion might 
and ought to be a means of .livelihood for 
many thousands of Canadians and other 
British subjects for many years to come. 
Now, sir, although late (for I maintain 
it ought: to have been done long ago), 
let us say to the alien, "You can no 
longer take gold from our placer mines; 
become citizens of our country, and we 
will gi\'c you a hearty welcome to all the 
good things we possess." I hope that 
sufficient influence will be brought to 
bear upon both our provincial govern-

"If 'B Flat' is a conductor he has my 
respectful sympathy, but I would recom- 
mend him, instead of crying over spill 
milk, to bear in mind the facts that Hi. 
tastes are not the same, and that the 
musical amateur goes naturally enough 
where he or she is most interested." 

Now as "B Flat" evidently criticises 
the formation of private societies as a 
stumbling block to the public societies 
and Mr. Greig writes as conductor of 
two of tho public societies disclaiming 
any sympathy with "B Flat's" opinion 
and further goes on to insinuate that "B 
Flat" is a conductor, it can hardly be 
wondered at that quite a number have 
hinted, and even gone so far as to ac- 
cuse me, of being the author of the afore- 
said article. 

Mr. Greig was perfectly justified in 
writing disclaiming, and even condemn- 
ing "B Flat's" article, but to write any- 
thing that would cast a suspicion or 
cause any feeling towards a confrere, is, 
to say the least, rather a breach of good 
feeling and unprofessional. 

For the benefit of those who might 
have come to the conclusion that I was 
the author of that article, I beg to state 
that I was unaware of its existence 
until I saw it in the columns of the Col- 
onist.

THE NORTHERN TRADE, 

The prospects of Victoria's graining Iier 
duo share of the northern trade are very 
good. As has ulrculy boon mentioned in 
tliesj columns, the outfitting business is 
not likely to assume veiy lnrgo dimen- 
sions in the future. There will always 
'be more or less of it done, as there bus 
been for the last thirty years or more, 
but it will no longer be the great feature 
of the northern supply trade. While this 
will affect retailers to .some extent, It 
will doubtless be better Cor business ns 
41 whole, because many things about out- 
fitting were far from being gilt-edged. 
Goods will hereafter be taken into the 
Yukon, the Atlin and the Stikiuc in 
hulk and be retailed there ns called Tor. 
This will be better for the transportation 
companies, better for the merchants and 
better for the miners and prospectors. It 
will also be better for the cities of Brit 
isb Columbia, for theiecnn bo no serious 
competition with tliein from any quartei 
in catering to the wholesale trade of the 
North. 

We feel every confidence in the ability 
of Victoria to command her fair share of 
the business. Our transportation facili- 
ties are as good as those of any other 
point, and our raercUauts are able lo sell 
On us favorable terms ns any rivals. 
They are not lacking in the energy nc 
cessary to hold their own bi the field. 
The prospect is that within two years 
from the present date there will be fully 
100,000 people in the mining regions 
tributary to the Coast cities, not includ 
ing interior British Columbia. These 
people will not bo content with the primi 
live arrangements which have bad to 
suffice hitherto. They will demand some 
of the comforts and conveniences of civ- 
ilized life. They will make money quick- 
ly and will spend it freely. Their tradi 
will be equal at least to that of half as 
many more people residing in non-mining 
localities. In other words, the field now 
about to open for the enterprise of Vic- 
toria business men is greater in extent 
than that which they now are able to 
work in. This is certainly a gratifying 
outlook. The chief thing which ought to 
receive attention now is how to attract 
northern bound travel to the city and se- 
cure a fair per centage of the return tide 
This means a large share of a very vain 
able line of business and is worth cater 
ing to. Some of the reasons why intend 
ing miners would be wise in selecting 
.Victoria as their starting point are: 

The perfect reliability of our transpor- 
tation service. Not an accident hap 
pened to any steamer in the northern 
trade this year. 

The facilities for obtaining Dominion 
and Provincial license!? here, which save 
the miner from having to delay, or go 
out of his way possibly, after he gets 
the North. It is a positive advantage 
to he able to go right ahead in any di- 
rection after leaving the ship without 
having to procure a raining license. 

The saving of duty on the various per- 
sonal effects of which every north-bound 
miner requires more or less, and which 
he must purchase .somewhere before go- 
ing North. We do not mean outfits 
-when we say this, hut the various 
Articles of clothing and so on which every 
one wants to take with him, if he can. 

The fact that as they are goini; into 
Canada, it is better to make their pro- 
partitions for their journey and their stay 
iu a Canadian city. This is simply a 
common sense proposition, which calls 
for no argument. 

Other reasons will suggest themselves. 



DEVELOPMENT OP OMINECA. 

The news that a strong syndicate has 
acquired large hydraulic placer interests 
in Omineca and will begin extensive op- 
orations immediately is very welcome. 
It will doubtless mean the establishment 
of steam communication on the upper 
waters of the Fraser. It is well known 
that an expenditure of not more than 
$50,000 will render available during the 
summer between 500 and COO miles of 
navigable waters above Qucsnclle and 
we submit for the consideration of Brit- 
ish Columbia's representatives In par- 
liament that they should unite in nn ef- 
fort to secure the necessary appropria- 
tion. This news will doubtless stimulate 
the project for the construction of a 
railway from Edmonton into the Omin- 
eca country. There is, in addition to the 
present company, the large concern of 
which Cid. Wright, Of Ottawa, is 111 
head, engaged In large operations in 111 
same section, and other properties are 
likely to be developed at an early day. 
One of these is the famous Pete Toy's 
bar on the Flndlay. 

One of the advantages of the Omineca 
district is that, in addition to its gold 
bearing, it is well adapted for permanent 
settlement. The gravel beds are of suoh 
vast extent that years will be required 
to exploit the gold in them, and in the 
meantime) many persona will settle in 
the neighborhood and engage In mixed 
farming and cattle raising. The manner 
in which mines are being opened in so 
many parts of the province, remote from 
each other, promises well for the future. 
We seem likely to realize in a very short 
time a development surpassing the ex- 
pectations of the most sanguine.

MUSIC IN VICTORIA. 

One of Hie advanlages of being thrown 
lit a great measure upon Its own re- 
sources in the muitcr of amusement has 



been the development in Victoria of an 
amount and quality of amateur talent 
that is quite surprising. We have many 
singers, both men and women, who pos- 
sess excellent voices and know how to 
use them effectively; We have an un- 
usually strong corps of instrumental per- 
formers. There seems at present to be 
a little discord in regard to musical 
clubs, but our musicians must remem- 
ber that this is a free country and people 
have a perfect right to organize as they 
see lit. If they will have a little pati- 
ence with each other, filings will work 
out satisfastorily in the end. 

Too much credit cannot bo given to 
those who have contributed to the bring- 
ing out of Victoria's musical talent, 
whether their work has been done In a 
professional or an amateur capacity 
The very generous patronage accorded 
by the public to amateur entertainments 
shows ho iv greatly the work done is ap- 
preciated, and will doubtless bo an in- 
centive to new efforts. 



THE CLOSING OF THE Y. M. C. A. 

The closing of the Y. M. C. A. is not 
a creditable thing to Victoria. There is 
probably no town of like population in 
Canada or the United States that does 
not keep such an institution in active 
operation. It is a useful institution, 
hut to be useful it must be run on right 
lines. A Y. M. O- A. properly managed 
ought to bo something more than the 
adjunct of the churches, or a place 
where a species of non-sectarian worship 
is carried on. It should be a place to 
which young men would feel inclined to 
go for recreation and good company. To 
speak in the frankest possible manner, 
the devotional aspect of the organization 
should be the least conspicuous of all. 
The churches afford on Sunday and dur- 
ing the week every needed facility for 
young men to participate in religious 
services. The Y. M. C. A. should be 
more in the nature of a club. It is a 
regrettable thing that this institution 
will no longer be represented in this city. 
We have not noticed any decrease in the 
number of resorts for youth which are 
not to be classed as " Christian." 

The requisites of a successful associil 
tion of this kind are, first, pleasant quar 
ters, and second, a competent manager 
Money is needed to secure both. The 
money would doubtless be forthcoming 
if (hose who are asked to contribute 
could be made to feel certain that i 
would be expended wilh good judgment 
The manner in which subscriptions hav 
been given iu the past is the only proof 
needed of this. What seems to be called 
for is a combination between a few 
people, who feel the value of such an 
institution in this city, and will, before 
doing anything else, select a competent 
man to take charge. The rest would be 
easy. Much credit is due to those who 
have, nt considerable financial sacrifice, 
kept the institution alive so long. They 
would doubtless be found ready to co- 
operate in any new effort to place it 
upon its feet again. But before any 
definite effort is made, the right man as 
manager should be sought out. 

THE COD OF ABRAHAM. 

"And none of them knew the God of 
Abraham." This was the comment of 
a gentleman at the conclusion of a con- 
versation on the ancient civilized na- 
tions. Is it founded on fact? One of 
the greatest difficulties, with which 
rigidly orthodox people have to deal in 
their own minds is to reconcile the idea 
of a God of love with the supposed fact 
that uncounted millions of the human 
race lived and died without ever having 
heard of Him. They usually avoid the 
question, because it is impossible to 
frame an nnswer to it that will square 
with their religious belief. The best 
they feel able to do is to dismiss th 
whole matter as an inscrutable mystery. 
Yet there are millions of people In 
Christendom to whom the existence of 
such a mystery is a stumbling block of 
the most serious kind. Before attempt 
ing to show that the supposed ignorance 
of the majority of mankind on this sub 
ject mny not be founded in fact, it may 
be well to say that while the belief of 
an individual doubtless has a most 
potent influence upon his life and future, 
it cannot possibly have any effect upon 
the life and future of anyone else, except 
so far ns he may be able to impart it to 
Others. A person may honestly believe, 
as some do, that eternal salvation is re- 
served for himself and a certain specified 
number of other people, and that belief 
may, and in fact is very likely to deter- 
mine the character of his whole present 
and future existence, but it docs no! al- 
ter the facts of the case one iota. The 
warring and jarring of sects and creeds 
is often advanced as a reason why an 
intelligent* man should not, trouble him- 
self to have any faith at all in religions 
matters; but surely it is nonsense for 
A to refuse to try to understand his re- 
lations lo the universe and ils Creator 
simply because B and C cannot agree 
upon what theirs is. Instead of his 
obligation to inquiry being lessened 
thereby, it is really increased. At the 
best a perfect solution of the problem is 
impossible, for it lies outside the limit of 
human intelligence; but it is not diffi- 
cult for nn intelligent person to find an 
explanation which to him will be suffi- 
cient. Hence the orthodoxy of many 
illustrious men. The church with which 
they associated gave them a sufficient 
explanation of what must remain, hu- 
manly speaking, an insoluble mystery. 
Thus we find sovereigns of conspicuous 
talent, like our own Queen and the Gor- 
man Kaiser; statesmen like Gladstone 
and the Marquis of Salisbury; soldiers 
like Cordon and Kitchener, and men 
conspicuous in every walk of life, pro- 
fessing the same faith as animates the 
humblest peasant, If an intelligent man 
should object thai he is unable to under- 
stand this, the nnswer seems to bo Hint 
he has probably never tried to. The 
God of Abraham, is as many sided an 



the universe of mind and matter which 
lie has created. 

What was the Abrahamlo discovery or 
inspiration in theology? It appears 
simply to have been that the God of the 
Universe was imminent in creation and 
the affairs of man. It was rather a 
renaissance than a discovery. Men be- 
fore Abraham's time knew this. Men 
who never heard of Abraham have 
known it since his day. The philoso- 
phers of the ancient world realized that 
it must be true, and their efforts were 
directed to discovering some explanation 
of it, which would suit (he necessities 
of mankind. The basic idea in the re- 
religious systems of India, China and 
Thibet is the existence of such a deity. 
The system of Confucius is an exception, 
and he taught that, the mystery is so 
inscrutable llint it was better not to en- 
deavor to probe it. and to confine our- 
selves to what is comprehensible to 
our reasoning faculties. He did net 
deny the possibility Of spiritually dis- 
cerning the relationship between the 
Deity and mini, hut declined to make 
the effort himself or urge othvrs to do 
so. This was the great point of differ- 
ence between him and his illustrious 
contemporary Lao-tze. Jinny people 
when they speak of Abraham's faith 
have in mind tin- particular system of 
belief to which they linve given their 
adherence; but it is doubtful if the 
great patriarch, if alive to-day, would be 
very much at home in any of the 
churches. lie would have felt out of 
place even in tin' temp'c at Jerusalem. 
Since his lime there has been an evolu- 
tion in theology. The world is prob- 
ably no nearer the solution of the mys- 
tery than he was. but it has learned 
more of man's relation to it. There is 
abundant evidence that a similar evolu- 
tion was in progress long before Abra- 
ham's day- The brief narrative in the 
earlier chapters of Genesis, which covers 
a period of ninny thousands of years, 
proves this. The ancient writings which 
discovery is bringing to light, also show- 
it. • Sacred and profane history alike 
altesl that there never was a time in 
the history of mankind when the race 
was without some glimmer, however 
dim, or the " Light Hint enlighteneth 
the world." In this fortunate age, the 
people of Christendom have the life and 
teaching of Christ to aid them in under- 
standing all that they can ever hope in 
ibis life to grasp of the mystery en- 
wrapped in the expression, "the (led of 
Abraham," but this gives us no warrant 
for saying that those, who in ages past 
groped their way by such feeble and un- 
certain light as they were able to dis- 
cover, lost the pathway to immortality. 

The Colonist has received- quite a num- 
ber of letters regarding the list or Fifty 
Greatest Britishers, which it asked its 
lenders to send in. Most of our corres- 
pondents ask when the lists are to he 
printed. It would have lent interest to 
the matter ir some of those who asked 
the question had sent in their own lists. 
We have only received four, which 
are printed elsewhere. The list sent in 
by E. A. L. is specially interesting be- 
cause nil the people named in it are now- 
living. It is n very remarkable roll of 
names. ID. D.'s list is %vortb studying 
mid it will repay any one who docs not 
already know to search and see why nil 
the names given are included in the list. 
The note in regard to The Cloister and 
Hearth and Lornn Doone will naturally 
lie objected to by some. So Jilso is. the 
list contributed by .T. G. II. worth study. 
J. G, H. originally included Sir Robert 
Peel, Sir .Toll n Moore and George Eliot 
in his list, hut he struck them out, 
The list of N. L. gives some names which 
are omitted from the others, but. are 
worth a place on any muster roll of Brit- 
ish honor. 



Mr. Price Ellison, of Vernon, has been 
notified by the government that his ap- 
pointment as stipendiary magistrate has 
been cancelled. As Mr. Ellison received 
no salary and never accepted any fees, 
the economy cry will hardly apply to 
his case. Neither can it be claimed that 
he has not given full satisfaction to the 
public. The dismissal is purely for po- 
litical reasons, and presumably to make 
a vacancy to which the government can 
appoint some friend, who will draw a 
snug salary. 



Will some one explain why the jury in 
the Indian murder ease, when they 
found that if they brought in a verdict 
of guilty the judge would have no alter- 
native except to pronounce sentence of 
death, decided to find the man not 
guilty? It is intelligible that on any state- 
ment of facts a jury may render a ver- 
dict of not guilty, for they can disbelieve 
all the evidence. What we wish to get 
at if possible, is whether, If the judge 
had given a different reply, the jury 
would have found a diflcrent verdict. 
It seems time to remind jurors that they 
have nothing to do with the penalty in 
criiuiaal cases. Their prerogative is to 
find out whether the facts proved consti- 
tute the crime charged. Evidence which 
would establish a murder, if the penalty 
could be reduced to a month's Imprison- 
ment, would establish it equally well if 
the sentence was to be of death. 



The Ottawa Citizen blames the Kaiser 
for perm if ting the Kisy ulnel ugyl Kodc 
menyek Kosrcbocsajta of Budapest to 
remark that a Nagysagara ozykortnrtal- 
omna is a mnsodik. This is not fair to 
the Kaiser. Budapest is not in his do- 
mains, but is in Hungary, and it. is 
enough to make any country hungry to 
he fed on such literary pabulum, with 
other observations about the nyulszflput- 
ku escalomadctcrmcle Czeekarra amaggal 
and things of that kind. The Citizen is 
also wrong in not informing the public 
whether or not it subscribes to such sen- 
timents.

The 
new official is H. A. McLean, who for 
some time has filled a similar position in 
that province. The excuse offered for 
this course is that the attorney-general 
intends to reorganize his department, and 
therefore desired to have as his deputy 
a man familiar with the work. With the 
old government the complaint was that 
all the public offices were tilled with 
Englishmen, This cause for complaint 
has evidently been removed and the prov 
ince will henceforth get its civil servants 
from Manitoba.— Nelson Tribune.

It. was great fun in 1S02, when the 
Conservatives had the Ottawa govern 
meat at their back, and- were overwhelm- 
ing the Grits -with the money which was 
poured into every constituency which 
was the scene of a by-election. 

The fun is not so uproarious for tin 
Conservatives of to-day, who have to 
face two governments, whose agents 
unscrupulously follow tin? precedent, es- 
tablished in 1S92 for the destruction of 
the Grits, 

The Tories might have been virtuous 
in 1892, and the Grits might still be vic- 
ious in 181)3. And the Liberals who are 
directing the resources of two govern- 
ments against the Conservatives in every 
doubtful constituency will be the under 
dog some day, and they will perish by 
the sword of corruption, just as the Con- 
servatives arc perishing so far. — Toronto 
Telegram. 

THE SILVER-LEAD INDUSTRY. 
Iu spite of the depreciation of the 
price of silver, the haul to the U. S. 
smelter, and the high U. S. import tariff 
on ores containing lead, the greatest div- 
idend paying mine in British Columbia 
is the Payne, a galena proposition in the 
Slocnn. 

For nearly two years past, the Payne 
mine has shipped an average of 5.S tons 
of its valuable ore daily. After deduct- 
ing freight, duly and smelter charges, 
this nets the owners over $80 per ton, or 
54,040 per day. There are now about 
1125 men employed at the mine, and it is 
a liberal average to allow $4 each per 
day for total expenses, or Jf.500 for the 
entire force. Thus it is seen that the 
mine is paying a prot of 5-1.140 daily, 
including holidays and Sundays. As the 
output is well known by many to be run- 
ning from 1,000 to 1,800 tons, month in 
and month out, the above figures are 
none too high. Taking the daily net in- 
come as a basis, the mine ivelds a profit 
of nearly 5125,000 monthly, or $1,250,- 
000 annually. 

Statements published at the beginning 
of this year were to the effect that thus 
far the Payne had paid 51,800.000 in 
dividends, if this is correct — and there 
is no reason to doubt it — with this year's 
profits already earned, the mine has pnid 
the comfortable sum of over 53,000,000:, 

The silver-Jead mines of Kootenay lire 
worthy of the attention of Eastern and 
English investors. There are immense 
fortunes to be made in this class of 
mining in Kootenay, for the reasons 
that the ore is invariably of an excep- 
tionally high grade and the ground is 
easy to work. The prospects of the sil- 
ver-lead industry have improved greatly 
of late. The price of silver has risen 
nbove CO cents and it is not unlikely 
that it will go higher, while there is no 
reason to suppose that it will fall. There 
is no longer any question as to the local 
supply of cheap fuel, and there will 
soon 1m? several large lend smelters ready 
for operation in the district. Everything 
now favors the economical local smelt- 
ing of silver-lend ores, except the United 
States import duty on lead bullion, and 
the chances nre that this will be satis- 
factorily arranged before the sitting of 
the international commission at Wash- 
ington comes to an end. — Rosslnnd 
Miner. 

"OUT FOR THE STUFF." 

In Quebec the breach produced by the 
continued presence of Mr. Tarte in the 
cabinet is not healed. It is now the 
policy of the Minister to quiet opposi- 
tion, if possible, through the generous 
distribution of public favors. But this 
cxpedienl fails of its purpose, in that it 
accentuates the wrongs of which the re- 
spectable element complains. Mr. Cal- 
ixte Lebeuf, who speaks for the better 
class of Liberals, says ho warned Sir 
Wilfrid long ago that Mr. Tartc was a 
dangerous man, and that he would 
bring discredit on the party. His ex- 
pectations, he declares, are being reiiJ- 
ized. No niiin was ever further from 
the Liberal platform than Mr. Tarte is. 
and nobody has done so much to bring 
it Into contempt. 

For that matter, Mr. Beangrand, an 
old and trusted Rouge politician, gave 
Sir Wilfrid a like warning before Mr. 
Tarte became the master of the pnrty 
machinery in Quebec, Mr. Bcnugrnnd 
asserted in an open letter flint Mr. 
Tarte was not loyal to the policy; hut 
was merely one of those men who were 
"ready with their ladles for the soup 
at Ottawa." In the vernacular, he was 
" out for t«c stuff."— Toronto Mail and 
Empire. 

MR. MARTIN'S DEPUTY. 
In appointing Mr. H. A, McLean, of 
Winnipeg, deputy attorney general of 
British Columbia, Joseph Martin lias 
emphasized his contempt for the legal 
profession of this province. By his ac- 
tion ho has told the lawyers of British 
Columbia that there is not one avail- 
able man, in the opinion of such n great 
lega'l luminary as Joseph Martin, fit for 
the position. We do not know just how 
reliable a legal authority Mr. Martin 
may be, but we do believe that if the 
lawyers of this province do not hasten 
to resent the insult offered them, they 
must not complain if laymen neeept 
them at the valuation placed upon them 



by the attorney genera!. The people of 1 
this province will await with some curi- 
osity the action of the liar Association, 
just to so if Mr, Martin's estimate of the 
legal talent of British Columbia is the 
one to bo accepted in the future. It 
may be, as suggested, that there is no 
self-respecting lawyer In British Colum- 
bia who would net as deputy attorney 
general to Joseph Martin.— Nelson Econ-

Derelictions of the Liberals tri Ollicc 
Afford Unexampled Scope 
for It, 



LORD M INTO. 



The Right Hon. Gilbert John, Earl of 
Minto, is the fourth earl of the line. He 
was born in London in 1845, and after 
passing through Eton and Cambridge 
he entered the Scots Guards in 1SU7. the 
year of Canadian confederation. With 
the keen instinct of a soldier to see net- 
ive service, he went to Paris during the 
frightful scenes that accompanied the 
crushing out of the Commune in 1871. 
Next he went through the thrilling 
times of the Car-list rising in Spain, serv- 
ing as correspondent of the Morning 
Post in the Carlist army in 1S74, and 
three years later he was away nt the 
other end of Europe, acting as assistant 
military secretary with the Turkish array 
on the Danube in the war with Russia, 
and was present at. the famous crossing 
of the Danube and the bombardment of 
Nikopolis. Still seeking active service, 
lie went as a volunteer on Lord Roberts' 
staff in the Afghan campaign in 1879, a 
couple of years afterwards accompany- 
ing the General to South Africa, nnd a 
year later was taking part in the Egyp- 
tian campaign as a captain in the 
mounted infantry. He was wounded 
at the action of Magfar and made such 
a favorable record that he was given 
the command of the mounted infantry 
in Cairo; was mentioned in despatches, 
and thanked in general orders. 

His next appearance was in 1883 as 
military secretary to Lord Lnnsdowne, 
then Governor-General of Canada. The 
Northwest rebellion breaking out, Lord 
Melgund, as he was then called, took a 
hand in the campaign as General Mid- 
dleton's chief, of staff. In 1SS0 he re- 
turned to England and tried his hand at 
politics, but was unsuccessful in his 
contest for Hexham- He succeeded to 
the earldom on the death of his father in 
1S92. While in Canada he made many 
friends, and, as seen by his speeches in 
England, is a great admirer of Canada, 
and lias a strong faith in the future of 
the Dominion, to which he hns just 
been welcomed as the Queen's repre- 
sentative. 



ROBBERS I INTERCEPTED. 

Three Suspected Burglars Arrested 
With Stolen Goods in Their 
Possession. 

Since the robbery of Mr. Ch. Pichon's 
store on Johnson street a couple of 
weeks ago, the police have been closely 
watching a small white sloop which has 
been lying in James Bay for sonic time 
— and four men who came here -on her. 
They did not expect to find the stolen 
goods on her, but they did expect that 
by following her they would catch the 
men iu the act of taking the goods from 
a cache somewhere along the shore, 

This plan, however, was to some ex- 
tent altered yesterday, and three of the 
men were arrested just as they thought 
they were out of the reach of the police, 
being booked at the station on the 
charge of being in possession of a stolen 
boat. The men arrested gave their 
names as Lionel Bucknail, Thomas Wil- 
son and James Cunmilngs, and the ar- 
rest was effected just off the outer 
wharf early yesterday morning. 

A couple of days ago the police were 
informed by Mr. M. Young that he had 
lost a sealing boat. The boat was 
located near Laurel Point, but was not 
distill ted, tin? officers having no doubt 
that the owners of the sloop had stolen 
it, and that 'hey would take it on their 
way out. Their surmise proved true, 
for shortly before daylight Constables 
Woods and Conlin, who wore secreted 
in the bushes close to the stolen boat 
saw one of the men from the sloop 
come down, and, launching the boat, 
quickly, row out to the sloop, which 
was sailing out. before a light bret 
Constables Woods and Conlin quickly 
joined Constables Carson and Clayards, 
who were also working on the case, and 
the four put out in a naphtha launch, 
which had been kept in readiiiess, and 
as before stated, overhauled the sloop 
off the outer wharf. 

The three men submitted quietly to ar- 
rest, and the sloop was towed back to 
its anchorage in James Bay. Yesterday 
morning the three men were charged be- 
fore Justices Dalby and Pearson with 
being in possession of a stolen boat, and 
the case was remanded until Monday 

It is known that there was a fourth 
man in the party, and it is believed 
that he was at the cache of stolen goods, 
waiting for the sloop to call for him and 
the booty, when they would have crossed 
to the American side. Could the cache 
be located, it is probable that besides 
the Pichon burglary, other robberies 
would be cleared up. 




FRENCH ENTERPRISE. 

Rome, Nov. 10.— Considerable excitement 
has been caused here by a report that a 
French warship recently landed an otlleer 
and some soldiers at Unbelts, In the Dana 
kll country, on the west, shore of Bab-el 
Mandeb, the strait connecting the Ktd Sea 
with the Indian Ocean, nnd only re^em- 
barked after a protest by the Italian officer 
there. „ 



FARMING IN YUKON. 

Ottawa, Nov. 10.— Mr. W. H. Lynch, 
who recently returned from the Yukon, 
and has been hero for u few days, left 
for him home at Danville, Que., to-night, 
where he will prepare his report on the 
dairying and agricultural possibilities of 
the Yukon district. Pending the present 
ation of this report Mr. Lynch declines 
to be interviewed, but it is understood 
that his impression is that, while the 
Yukon district is not likely ever to be 
come a great agricultural or stock-rais 
ing country, still it is by no means the 
sterile and arid waste devoted entirely 
to snow and ice which it is sometimes 
credited with being. He says it pos- 
sesses considerable areas, especially in 
the interior of the country, of grazing 
and agricultural lands sufficient to sup- 
ply food for a limited number of cattle 
and a small population.

From the Montreal Gazette. 

The activity that is characteristic of 
Conservative political organizations iu 
Montreal is being noted in other local- 
ities also. It is a sign of promise. 

The public opinion that changes gov- 
ernments is not made iu the heat of an 
election campaign, so much as in the 
quieter times when the government or 
the opposition is developing its policy. 
Mistakes in administration, failures to 
fulfil legitimate expectations,, disregard 
of proper pledges— all these wear on the 
public mind, no one instance having a 
revolutionizing effect of itself, but, in 
combination with others gradually af- 
fecting the mass of those whose party 
affiliations are not strong or who think 
less of their party than of what is right 
iu public life, and whose vote in the end 
decide great political issues. 

It is a proper, though not the highest, 
work for opposing political associations 
to point out these derelictions; anil if 
there seems to be much space and time 
given to such work by Conservative 
papers and Conservative associations 
just now, it is to be remembered that 
there is much occasion. 

The government, whose members 
raged that an expenditure of thirty-eight 
millions a year by a Conservative min- 
istry was an outrage, sought and ob- 
tained power from its majority in parlia- 
ment to spend during the current year 
more than forty-eight millions. 

The government, whose members de- 
nounced the corrupt acts of Conserva- 
tive ministers, took into its counsels Mr. 
Tarte, a man whose name figured as the 
recipient of money raised by some of the 
worst jobs of either the Conservative 
or Liberal party. 

The government whose members con- 
demned the appointment of members 
of parliament to office has appointed 
such members by the dozen, including 
some of those who were loudest in their 
denunciation of such practice. 

The government whose members de- 
nounced the giving of large grants to 
railways was only checked by the senate 
it alaises for giving millions of acres to 
a Yukon railway of doubtful utility, and 
which subsequent events have shown to 
be unnecessary. 

The government whose members 
nounced the management of the Inter- 
colonial railway that resulted in small 
deficits has inaugurated a management 
that brings about large deficits, and lias 
added lo the permanent cost of the road 
by the purchase of a useless extension 
that even its own organs condemned 

The premier, who, ill his speeches iu 
Canada, proclaimed himself a believer 
in imperial preferential trade, when an 
overture for Imperial preferential trade 
was made on behalf of the Imperial gov- 
ernment, rejected it. 

The government whose members pro 
niised to increase the foreign market 
for Canadian produce, has, by its policy, 
influenced only one foreign market, that 
of Germany, and that in a way to shut 
out Canadian grain. 

With such a list of administrative fail 
ures and baekslidings being added to, 
also, with each new session of parlii 
ment, Conservatives have no lack c 

material ,to illustrate their assertion 
that the change from the late Conserva 
tive to the present Liberal government 
was a mistake which the country wiif 
do well to rectify at the first oppor 
tunity. 

The country's present experience i> 
affording further proof that the Conser 
vative party, which took the greatest 
part iu the work that brought about con 
federation, and the whole of the work 
that added to it Prince Edward Island 
in the East, and Manitoba, the Territor- 
ies and British Columbia in the West 
and which had the courage to carry out 
the works that made the union commei 
cial, social and sentimental as well a 
political, is the party best qualified to 
direct the destinies of Canada, and that 
the sooner these destinies are again en- 
trusted to it the better. 

Conservatives have every incentiv 
therefore to continue the activity that is 
being shown, not in one place but in 
many, and by the exposition of their 
traditional party policy to expect a re 
turn of the public confidence they held 
for twenty-three years out of the thirty- 
one of Canada's existence.

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Synopsis of the Interesting Address 
lleccntly Delivered by Dr. 
J. de C. Hathaway. 



Progress of the Colony Traced for 
the Deiielit of the Trades 
Council. 



The following Is n condensed report of Dr. 
llathuwny's Interesting address on labor in 
New Zealand, delivered at the regular meet- 
ing of the Trades and Labor Council on 
Wednesday evening last: 

The New Zenlahders are essentially a 
IJrltlHh race. There Is very llltlo Infusion 
of foreign blood. English, Irish and Scotch 
become more blended and mingled with 
each generation. Socially, the New Zea- 
landers are what their environment makes 
them. Without an aristocracy, without a 
plutocracy, and without any millionaires, 
New Zealand Is also without any hereditary 
paupers or the evils that such paupers 
beget. There is n more equal distribution 
of wealth than In any oilier country, and 
■ the average per capita Income amounts to 
fifty pounds sterling per annum, or close 
on $. r > per head per week for every man, 
■woman and child In the colony, which Is 
unparalleled. The population has Increased 
by 100,000 ia live years, and now reaches 
775,000. There are :»,000 Maoris, 5,000 
half-castes and 3,500 Chinese, or about the 
same number of the hitter as this city lias, 
■with a total population of a little over 
-.-'0,000. The Chinese are regarded with a 
strong dislike, and it is only a matter of 
time when they will entirely disappear by 
force of exclusion laws. Six years ago 
there were only twenty-five dairy factories; 
now there are 250. The number of sheep 
has Increased from sixteen to twenty mil- 
lions, and the value of the wool last year 
was $25,000,000. The gold yield averages 
$0,000,000 per annum since Its first dis- 
covery. The value of produce (Including 
butter) hist year was over $50,000,000. The 
land under cultivation has Increased from 
eight to twelve million acres. 

LAND S15TTLEM B N T. 
Between 1880 mi' 1 1SD0 efforts were made 
to encourage sma., fanners to settle on 
the land by allowing tliein to remain state 
tenants at low rentals, or allowing them 
to buy the freehold by gradual Instalments, 
and in 1880 the minister of lands, the late 
John Hallaner, Inaugurated the scheme of 
placing workmen out of employment on 
the soil In what what were known as vil- 
lage settlements. Blocks of (-Town land In 
various "arts of the colony were taken 
and dovlded Into allotments of from 'JO to 
50 acres. Those were let to the village 
settlers on perpetual lease at a rental of 
5 per cent, on the prairie value of tin' 
land. Small advances were made to many 
to enable them to buy seed. Implements 
and building material. Then' are now 5,000 
liuiunn beings occupying 35,000 acres In 
allotments of an average of 'J4 acres. The 
government has been paid $135,000 In rent 
and interest, and the Improvements made 
by the settlers on their allotment's are 
valued at about $,"100,000, and form a very 
good security for their debts to the treas- 
ury. The government can borrow money 
at par for :! per cent. The usual tenure 
now given Is a lease for 000 acres at a rent 
of 4 per cent, on the prairie value of the 
land at the time of leasing. This enables 
men with small capital to take up land 
without expending their money in a cash 
purchase. Only bona llde occupiers are 
dealt with, and land monopoly Is checked. 
Meanwhile, settlement Is going on. and 
fresh tracts are being reclaimed. The re- 
purchase of private lands by the state, 
with or without the owner's assent, was 
a favorite scheme of that eminent states- 
man and diplomas, the great pro-consul, 
as he was called, the late Sir George Grey, 
but was not carried until the present min- 
ister of lands came Into power. Under 
this law the state has resumed possession 
of thirtv-slx estates for close settlement 
at n cost of two and a half million dollars. 
There are 1,000 human beings already living 
on these, who pay a rent eriual to 5 per 
cent, on the cost of the hind to the gov- 
ernment. 

THE PUBLIC DEBT. 
The public debt of New Zealand runs up 
to £43,000,000 ($215,000,000). But t|ie Maori 
wars cost the country several millions. 
Over two hundred million dollars, however, 
are Invested in state enterprises. More 
capital Is seeking Investment in that colony 
that any other part of the British pos- 
sessions, and New Zealand stock stands 
higher in the London money market to-day 
than it ever stood before. 

The Interest paid by the general taxpayer 
Is $580,000 a year less than la 1801. al- 
though the public debt has Increased by 
SISO.OOO.OOO. They had to Increase it to 
buy back the land that had been given 
away and settle people on It. The interest 
charges on money spent on non-prod active 
works In 1801 amounted to near $5 per 
bead of the population; in 1898 they are 
only a fraction over 20 cents. The surplus 
for last, year wns $1,700,000. The fall in 
the rate of private loans has been remark- 
able. Mortgagors can now borrow at ii per 
cent., who In 1S70 might have had to pay 
per cent. The growth of the colony's 
debt need cause no uneasiness, though It 
Is possible some application of the "referen- 
dum" may be found advisable In dealing 
-with loan bills. 

THE PUBLIC TRUSTEE 
Is an important officer who takes charge 
of the estates of lunatics. Intestate estates 
and administers them to the best advan- 
tage, and nt least cost. Anyone can ap- 
point him an executor, or make him at- 
torney during their absence. The public 
trust offices throughout the country prove 
of great benefit to widows and orphans 
and other unbusinesslike persons whose 
little Inheritances are so often mismanaged 
by private trustees or wasted In law courts. 
TAXATION. 
Direct taxation lias been taken off nil 
Improvements and placed on the bare land 
values. The small farmers lire exempted 
altogether. Any owner whose land value 
amounts to £5.000 pays one penny In the 
pound on, the capital value thereof. Hence 
the tax rises gradually. The Income tax Is 
also progressive. Incomes below £."!0O nre 
-exempt; companies pay one shilling on the 
pound 011 their protits. The old property 
tax wns a tax on industry mid thrift, while 
the land and Income tax has freed R.000 
settlers from taxation, finder the property 
tax professional men earning $5,000 or $10,- 
'000 per annum escaped, while the struggling 
settler has to pay. 

CUSTOMS DUTIES 
•Levied on New Zealand Imports represent 
'24 per cent, of the declared value of the 
goods. Freetraders accept as an axiom 
that customs duties do not produce Increas- 
ed revenue and at the snnie time stimulnl 
'local manufactories. But under the kind of 
compromise by which duties of 15 to 
per cent, nre levied on certain goods the 
■manufactories do grow up. The faeforl 
of 'the colony now employ some 38.000 
'hands, and their annual output is estlmat 
ed nt $50,000,000. To (Jlioto the New Zea- 
land agent-general In London, who once 
-declared lie was a "straight-out socialist:" 
"There is an honest and widespread belief 
that Without duties the variety of Indus- 
'trles needful to make n civilized and pros- 
perous nation cannot be attained In a 
young country, where nascent enterprises 
are nlmost certain to bo under-cut and 
under-sold by the capitalists and cheaper 
labor of the Old World. This may he an 
economic error, but those who hold It In 
New Zealand nre not members of corrupt 
combines or mere directors or tools of 
selfish rings." 

THE RAILWAYS, 
Telephones, and telegraphs belong to the 
state, and the public believe in re!, lining 
their ownership. There was expended ln«t 
year over half a million dollars In raM- 
wav lines, and Sl.50.0t10 In concessions in 
fares nnd freights were granted to the 
people. Tim receipts from rnllwnvs 
amounted t" $130 000 above the trensurer's 
estimate. The state owns over 2.000 miles 
of rallwnvs. The net returns on the card- 
tal cost Is £.'! 3s. 10d.. or 20 cents per train 
mile inore than last year, and are steadily 
Increasing. 

THE LA BOB LAWS 
Of New 'Zealand nre a magnificent contri- 
bution to the great charter of liberty, hut 
the working men hnil to unite: they had to 
organize nnd agitate before thoy got them 
nlnccd upon th» statute hook. Education 
Is universal. 'Ninety-four men out of every 
hundred have to earn their living bv their 
"hands, and thev know Hint the bnllot box 
iis more potent flimi the cash box. Plurality 



of voting has been abolished; it Is now one 
man, one vote. The great maritime strike 
In Australia and New Zealand In 1800 
taught labor a lesson, and It prolled by 
It when the elections took place In 1891, 
when a legislature was elected which was 
n relies of the people— a government for 
the people and by the people. 
CONCILIATION AND ARBITRATION. 
Labor- disputes are now settled bv means 
of public arbitration, Instead of the Old 
World methods of the strike and the lock- 
out. This statute, passed in 1804, gives 
the trade unions the right to become cor- 
porate bodies, able to sue and be .sued. 
Some twenty-five labor disputes have been 
successfully settled, while no attempt has 
been made to disobey the final award of 
the arbitration court, and no strike or 
lock out has occurred since the act came 
Into operation. 

THE FACTORY ACT 
Applies to all workshops wherein two or 
more persons work at any handicraft. It 
prohibits the BUb-lettlug of work taken 
home from a factory, and obliges clothing 
marie by home workers to he ticketed. 
There is no half-time. Workers under 15 
must produce a school certificate, and 
those under 10 n physical fitness certificate. 
The work hours of males under 18 and of 
all females must not exceed 48 11 week, 
and they have a right to a weekly half 
holiday without deduction from wages. 
Over-time way be worked on an Inspector's 
permit, but the minimum extra wage for it 
Is sixpence an hour. The wages the fixed 
according to "log" drawn up by the union. 
Under the net relating to retail stores, 
nil stores bat one or two classes for the 
sale of perishable food or refreshments, 
are shut up In the towns and suburban 
district at 1 p.m. once a week. The hours 
of women and young persons serving in 
or about stores are limited to 54 weekly, 
and a carefully drawn clause Insists on 
the provision of seats for shop girls. Sani- 
tation mid ventilation lire well looked after, 
nnd factory Inspectors are on the alert for 
any Infraction of the act. The adoption 
of a system of 

OLD AGE TENSIONS 
marks a great advance la the humane- and 
Intelligent treatment of a difficult social 
problem. It will act as a positive check to 
the establishment of work-houses and the 
abolition of old people's homes and the 
overcrowding of the lunatic asylums with 
persons suffering from senile decay. Old 
men and their wives, instead of being 
separated, will be able to live together In 
comparative comfort till the close of their 
days. The aged worker has a much right 
after a life of work and contribution to be 
supported by the stute as the soldier of 
the state. Workmen here will have to 
light an up-hill tight nnd against long odds. 
Chinese cheap labor Is the millstone around 
the neck of this city. Cypher It out— here 
are 4,000 Chinamen to 20,000 white people. 
Allow five, which Is the average to each 
family, and that will leave one Chinaman 
to one white man! Comrades, you must, 
show enthusiasm; you rausl he effectually 
organized; you must be aggressive. We are 
living up to 'the spirit of the times. It 
Is absolutely correct that labor creates 
wealth. That is recognized by every politi- 
cal economist in Europe. It Is also correct 
that the higher wages are the greater the 
progress ami the prosperity of 11 country. 
1 Uglier wages mean higher profits to the 
manufacturer, for he puts a fixed percen- 
tage of profit on the cost of production, 
including the wages. The old platitudes 
about "supply and demand," "survival of 
the fittest," etc., are exploded long ago. 
Your attacks may have to be hitter, but 
so are your tears bitter. You have all to 
lose, and you must fight hard against a 
future of blackness— a future of sorrow and 
pain. Think of the poverty that may 
come to your children; that may come to 
you. That country is the wealthiest in 
which the greatest majority arc happiest, 
British Columbia can be mode— like New 
Zealand— a paradise; It can be made 11 glory 
land; It can be made a happy country, 
tile hearths of Its homes sounding with the 
voices of little children, happy and free: 
It can be made a country whose machinery 
of Industry can be a-whirr of music that 
takes from man not nil the energy that 
Is taken from a slave, but takes from his 
his rightful contribution to the welfare 
and maintenance and citizenship of the 
community be has the honor to belong to. 
STATE SOCIALISM

in New Zealand does not seek to pull down 
hut to build up. No one believes in 1111 
equal division of wealth, for If such were 
to take place to-day another division would 
require to be made to-morrow. The re- 
forms and experiments In New Zealand 
have been carefully examined and taken on 
their merits, and are not the monopoly of 
one political party. The state ownership 
of laud and various enterprises; the system 
of government advances on mortgage to 
farmers; the dispensing in public works 
with sub-contracts, nnd middlemen— the de- 
partment of labor for dealing with the un- 
employed: the exclusion of Asiatics and 
other undesirable Immigrants; government 
life Insurance; woman's franchise, the labor 
laws, the liquor law, the first offenders' 
prohibition act, etc.. are all the outcome 
of public opinion. Both government and 
imposition admit one main principle. It Is. 
that In a young democratic country still 
almost free from the extremes of wealth 
and iioverty. from class hatreds and fears 
and Old World abuses and prejudices, some 
of the worst evils of great nations In the 
old and new world may be shut out com- 
pletely. 

COMPETITION. 

In London one out of every three dies 
In the work-house, on the streets or In Inil. 
In the richest capital In the world thev 
have made such conditions possible that 
200,000 poor souls sleep out In the bitter- 
ness of 11 London winter, anil thev send 
over 100.000 children to school every morn- 
ing without breakfast. Here In Victoria 
you are sending out from your public 
schools every year hundreds of children well 
clad and well nourished and well educated, 
but what Is to be their future? What have 
they to hope for, to live for, unless thev 
go away from homo nnd help build up an- 
other nation?

The cost of 
labor Is dearer In the community where 
the workman works for n pennv a day 
than In New Zealand, where he gets $2.50. 
Lord Brassy has said that the cheapest 
labor Is the dearest, from the wage stand- 
point, per Individual. That Is, that higher 
Wages give higher production and greater 
efficiency In labor. Were this no so. manu- 
facturers would go where tliev could get 
labor for a penny n day. Tlie'onlv power 
to prevent unholy competition is workmen's 
organizations. No good pmployer hns ever 
been Injured by trades combinations 
amongst workmen. During the Inst five 
vears legislation lias Improved the lot of the 
worker In (he old count rv, and the trade 
of the count rv has more than doubled 
Labor should have representatives in par- 
liament, and It should have Its own news- 
paper. 1 appeal to the working men to 
be as wise and ns patriotic as the capital- 
ists nre. and to learn from them what can 
be done by courage and prudence. If (he 
low punishes the workers for oonsplrnov 
or coercion. It Is only right that It should 
imply to the other side ns well. There Is 
no law which says that one man shall have 
tile monopoly of all the hind, of all the 
machinery, of the production, of the com- 
modity, and of the wealth. There are 
more material resources In the world than 
would keep a thousand times Its popula- 
tion: yet one out of every five In the 
crowded cities dies In poverty and mlserv. 
Let us teach the Christina socialism taught 
nv Christ, Lot us teach that religion 
which says. "I am my brother's keener." 
and in saylnir It let 11s turn both hands 
and hearts to the work and make the 
world better and brighter for those who 
nre to come into the heritage we leave 
them.

HARBOR BEACONS. 

Positions of Harbor Lights Incorrectly 
Shown, According to 1111 Offi- 
cial Itcport. 

In the weekly notice to mariners pub- 
lished by the Port Townsend liydro- 
graphie office, the following information 
is given: 

"The positions of the two small har- 
bor lights exhibited from pile beacons 
in Victoria harbor, Vancouver island, 
are incorrectly shown in the existing ad- 
miralty charts. Shoal Point beacon 
light is on the starboard or south side 
of the channel, ut the outer edge of the 
reef extending north from Shoal Point, 
at the point where a red beacon is 
marked on the charts, There is no bea- 
con of any kind where the lighted ben- 
con is shown on the charts on the north 
side of the channel. 

" Pin Bock beacon light will hereafter 
be cailcd Middle Hod; beacon light. The 
cluster of piles from which it is shown 
stands 70 feet S., 33 dog. E. true (S. B. 
by E. mag.) from Middle Bock. Pin 
rock was removed by dredging to a least 
depth of 13 feet some years ago, and 
the beacon never stood near the position 
formerly occupied by that obstruction. 

" Beaver and Pinnacle rocks, off Song- 
bees Point, have been removed by dredg- 
ing, and their names should be removed 
from the charts, 

"The spit shown 011 the chart, outside 
the end of Brackmau & Ivor's -wharf, 
has been removed by dredging to n 
least depth of 13 feet. From Brnckman 
& Ker's wharf to Laurel Point there is 
now a channel with 11 least width of 400 
feet, and a least depth of 13 feet. 

" A beacon, consisting of the frustum 
of 11 cone in steel, filled with concrete, 
hns been erected on, the slionlost part 
of Brotchie Ledge* ttt the entrance to 
Victoria harbor, near the spot formerly 
occupied by the wreck of the San Pedro, 
which has been entirely removed. It is 
proposed to light this beacon electrically, 
and a full description of it will be pub- 
lished when the installation is complete." 
MARINE NOTES. 
The old boilers have been taken -out of 
the City of Kingston and it is expected 
that the new ones will be in place in 
about tea days. 

The City of Seattle on Friday took out 
1,000 cases of salmon consigned to Lon- 
don. Out., and yesterday 1,300 cases also 
consigned to Canadian points.

Alaskan Work Liberally Aided by Czar's 
Government but Hltunl Too Severe. 

Seattle, Nov, 17.— Basil BourotT, an Am- 
ericanized Itusslan who has beer, a teacher 
at the Itusslan mlslon school of Sitka for 
the Inst llfteen months, is In the city on 
his way to Chicago, bringing with htm n 
bright 15-year-Old boy, John Ilanlan, jr., 
who is on his way to St. Petersburg to en- 
ter a seminary there for the purpose of 
studying for the priesthood. The boy 
Is uu American, being the son of special 
United States Deputy Marshal Johu Ilan- 
lan, of Sitka. Mr. Uouroft Is on his way to 
complete his course of studies in Chicago. 

"The Itussluii government," sabl Mr. 
Bouroff, "is now contributing about $1D0,- 
UUt) a year for the support and mainten- 
ance of churches uud missions in the United 
States, Including Alaska, which latter gets 
about one-half that amount. 1 suppose we 
have over lu.OOO people up there who speak 
only tins Russian language. All the natives 
of the Aleutian and l'ribyloff Islands speak 
only In the Itusslan tongue; in fact, all the 
people to the westward ot the Yakutat 
practically belong to the Greek, of Russian 
church. Of coarse, it is the severe old or- 
tbudox church, the ceremonies of which 
have had much to do with Inspiring awe, 
fear and respect In the minds of the simple 
natives of that country, anil In keeping 
them In wholesome subjugation. The ad- 
vent ot the white man, however, especially 
the American, Is gradually undermining 
those old customs, and while the older men 
and women still do, anil will perhaps con- 
tinue to, adhere to the orthodox church.
